Under the duty of disclosure, Applicants submit the 
Plaintiff and Counter -Defendant Teledyne Technologies, 
Incorporated' s Responsive Claim Construction Brief concerning 
litigation pending between Teledyne Technologies, Inc. and 
Honeywell International, Inc., a licensee of Harris 
Corporation.
